hen the television cameras zoom to the field this fall, you may 
not recognize the personnel. That’s because so many of the famil- 
iar faces are gone. A remarkable 25 head coaches resigned, 
retired, or were fired last season. That’s nearly one new coach 
for every four major colleges. 

And the game’s stars left in a rush. As usual, the senior class moved out, 
but so, too, did a number of younger players. The first four picks in the NFL 
draft last spring were underclassmen: Ohio State offensive tackle Orlando Pace 
went No. 1, followed by USC defensive tackle Darrell Russell, Ohio State cor- 
nerback Shawn Springs, and Florida State defensive end Peter Boulware. Thir- 
ty others, all dreaming of a pro career, departed before their class graduated. 
Of the top 10 finishers in last year’s Heisman Trophy balloting, nine won't be 
back this fall. 

The only returnee from that select group is Tennessee quarterback Peyton 
Manning, who thus becomes the front-runner for the Heisman this fall while 
remaining the favorite to be the top choice in the NFL draft next spring. Man- 
ning is truly a marquee player. His résumé includes impressive numbers for 
completions, yardage, and touchdowns, and he has already broken 28 school 
records. His return has raised expectations among the Vols’ fans. Manning’s 
coach, Phillip Fulmer, upon learning that his star quarterback would complete 
his eligibility (as a graduate student), declared, “Peyton is almost as big a leg- 
end in Tennessee as Davy Crockett.” 

“You get caught up in the football and the school and think, ‘Boy, I really 
have it tough,’ ” said Manning. “Then you get out and visit some sick children 
in the hospital and see what's really important in life.” 

We salute Manning for his decision, and eagerly look forward to his per- 
formance against the defending national champion Florida Gators in 
Gainesville. Mark your calendars for the game on September 20! 

Manning is at the head of the class of 1998, and everybody’s All-America. 
And speaking of All-America, we are proud to announce our new affiliation 
with the Walter Camp Football Foundation, whose first All-America team was 
chosen in 1889. Walter Camp, the “Father of American Football,” was instru- 
mental in transforming the game of rugby into football as it is now played.

As the quar- 
terback of the No. 1 team in the nation, 
the Florida Gators, he culminated a stel- 
lar 12-1 season with a Sugar Bowl vic- 
tory over arch rival Florida State. For his 
accomplishments, Wuerffel is the Wal- 
ter Camp Football Foundation’s Player 
of the Year. He has set 47 school, South- 
eastern Conference, and NCAA records, 
including 17 during the 1996 season. 
Among his marks are a Florida-record 
10,875 career yards passing and a con- 
ference-record 114 touchdown passes. 
Last fall was the perfect 
end to an incredible college 
career; Wuerffel completed 207 
of 360 passes for 39 TDs and 
averaged 309 yards passing 
per game while leading Flori- 
da to the national champi- 
onship. His ability on the field, 
his unselfish play, and his 
strength of character have earned him 
Florida coach Steve Spurrier’s respect 
and praise: “Danny is too good to be 
true,” Spurrier says. “[He] is going to 
be successful no matter what he does.”

f past performance still means something, the NFL team 
that has the first selection in the 1998 draft won’t get a 
headache brainstorming over which player to choose. 
It’s the same guy who would have been No. 1 in 1997 
had he not elected to use his final year of college eligibility. 


PEYTON MANNING 

hat’s Peyton Manning, the Tennessee quarterback, who 

has had the pro scouts excited ever since he played his 

first game for the Vols. Last 
March, before Manning made his 
surprise announcement that he 
was staying in Knoxville, he gave 
his coach, Phillip Fulmer, advance 
notice with a 1:00 A.M. phone call. 
After Fulmer confirmed he wasn’t 
dreaming, he gushed, “Peyton is 
almost as big a legend in Ten- 
nessee as Davy Crockett.” 

Even if Manning doesn’t wear 
a’coonskin cap, the pros will wel- 
come him. Not only did his coach- 
es and teammates cheer Man- 
ning’s decision, but so did a lot of 
NFL people. The track record for 
quarterbacks forsaking eligibility 
to leap into the pros ranges from 
dismal to unpolished. The best of 
the lot, Drew Bledsoe, led New 
England to the Super Bowl last 
season, but veteran NFL people 
still feel he has a lot to learn, 
including how to protect the ball. 

Manning’s résumé already 
includes impressive numbers for 
yardage, touchdowns, and all the 
other vital statistics. The pros say 
he doesn’t have a five-star passing 


arm, but it’s still strong and accurate. What they like about him 
is his intelligence, his ability to read defenses, and, most of all, 
his record for making sound decisions, a skill that can’t be taught. 

The return of Manning has raised expectations among the 
Tennessee faithful: the Heisman Trophy, SEC championship, 
and national title. He struggled a bit a year ago because of the 
Vols’ rebuilt offensive line, and the scouts would like to see 
more of how he performs in a few knotty situations. That abil- 
ity is what experience usually brings to a quarterback. 


MICHAEL MYERS 
ichael Myers, who could 
personally put Manning in 
some difficult situations, 

made his decision to stay at Alaba- 
ma for his senior season long 
| before Manning made his decision. 
“If | wasn’t going to be drafted in 
the first round,” reasoned the 6-3, 
270-pound pass rusher, “I wasn’t 
going to declare for the draft.” 

After a season in which he led 
the Crimson Tide with eight sacks, 
made 13 tackles behind the line 
of scrimmage, and was credited 
with 24 quarterback pressures, 
Myers might have been selected 
in Round 1, but there was no 
guarantee. After all, Myers was 
just one season removed from 
junior college. 

Now, it would be a surprise if 
he is not one of the more coveted 
defensive linemen in next spring’s 
draft. Consider that he has been 
used primarily as a defensive 
tackle, a position with which he 
was not enamored. “It wasn’t easy 
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convincing me to be a defensive tackle,” admits 
Myers. “I fought it from the start.” 

He is small for a pro defensive tackle, but at his 
preferred position, defensive end, he would be the 
right size. He came to Alabama with comparisons 
to former Alabama star John Copeland, now a 
Cincinnati Bengal. 


CHRIS KELDORF 
anning won't be the only quarterback under 
the NFL microscope. Chris Keldorf of North 
Carolina passed for 340 yards against Mary- 
land, 322 against Houston, and 315 against North Car- 
olina State. He threw for 23 
touchdowns before suffering 
a broken ankle in the regular- 
season finale against Duke. 
Keldorf not only has the 
desired size (6-5, 235) and 
arm strength, but also the 
attitude. When he was a 
freshman at Utah State, the 
Aggies’ offensive coordina- 
tor at the time, ex-Seattle 
quarterback Jim Zorn, told 
him he didn’t have the right 
stuff to play quarterback. 
Keldorf, about 250 pounds 
then, was assigned to play 
tight end. 
After thinking it over for 
a few days, Keldorf reject- 
ed Zorn’s advice and followed his 
quarterback dream to junior col- 
lege. At his first stop, he found 
Steve Sarkisian, later a star at 
Brigham Young University, ahead 
of him. He settled in at his next 
stop, though, and two years later, 
Carolina came recruiting. 
Spurning Zorn’s_ rejection 
wasn’t Keldorf’s only sign of true 
grit. After he was injured in the first 
half of the Duke game last fall, Kel- 
dorf insisted on staying near the 
end zone on an ambulance cart 
for the entire second half so he 
could cheer on his teammates. 
After the injury, Keldorf went on a 
diet and lost 15 pounds. There is 
little chance of his resting on his 
1996 laurels. His backup, Oscar 
Davenport, won the Most Valuable 
Player Award in Carolina’s Gator 
Bowl victory over West Virginia. 
While college coaches, as 
well as the pros, would prefer to 
see quarterbacks stay in school 
until they have squeezed every 
drop of opportunity from their eli- 
gibility, running backs are a differ- 
ent story. Ball carriers have a short 
shelf life in football, so it is not 
unusual to see them pass up their 
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senior season and make an 
| immediate impact in the NFL. 
| Corey Dillon of Washington, 
Darnell Autry of Northwestern, 
Troy Davis of lowa State, Byron 
Hanspard of Texas Tech, Terry 
Battle of Arizona State, and 
Alex Smith of Indiana all elect- 
ed to forfeit their remaining eli- 
gibility and enter the NFL draft 
this past spring. 


it} CURTIS ENIS 
t would not be a shock to 
see Curtis Enis of Penn 
State join those backs in 
m =the professional ranks in 1998. 
As a sophomore last season, 


Enis often appeared to be a man among 


boys. In the 1996 opening game against 
Southern California, he made an imme- 
diate impression with a 241-yard, three- 
touchdown performance. It was no 
surprise to anyone familiar with his 
background. He is the state of Ohio’s 
all-time leading rusher. 


Enis did not taper off. In Penn State’s 


final three regular-season games, he 


___ ripped Northwestern for 
| 167 yards, Michigan for 
114, and Michigan State 
for 165. In the 38-15 
Fiesta Bowl victory over 
Big 12 champion Texas, 
he was the Offensive 
Player of the Game with 
three touchdowns and a 
two-point conversion. 
This season? He has 
a list of things he wants 
to do in order to improve: 
“Make more people miss, 
run through more tackles, 
keep my legs going, 
catch every pass, and 
improve my blocking.” 


RICKY WILLIAMS 

ll three seasons that Ricky 

Williams has spent at Texas are 

seen as a bonus by the Long- 
horns since he had a professional 
sports option before he ever arrived 
on campus. He spent the last three 
summers playing baseball in the 
Philadelphia Phillies’ farm system. He’s 
the fastest player in their organization, 
and the Phillies pay his tuition. 

Like Enis, Williams, a junior, 
appears ready to step into some- 
one’s pro uniform after this season. 
When he broke Earl Campbell’s 
freshman rushing record, the 220- 
pounder was tabbed “Little Earl.” He 


is the Big 12’s top returning 
rusher, with 1,272 yards as a 
fullback in 1996, but now he'll 
be Texas’s tailback. 

“He runs like no one else 
out there,” says Bucky Godbolt, 
the Longhorns’ former running 
backs coach. “He has a style of 
his own.” 

Godbolt once popped a 
video of Barry Sanders into 
the VCR and showed Williams 
some of Sanders’ spin moves. 
Williams tried two of them for 
the first time in the Longhorns’ 
next game, and he rushed for 
132 yards. 

For aman with such speed 
(4.49 in the 40-yard dash) and 
enormous power (385-pound 
bench press), combined with 


baseball potential, the NFL scouts 
think “Little Bo Jackson” may be a 


more appropriate nickname. 


KEVIN FAULK 


hile Enis and Williams are 

combinations of explosive- 

ness and durability, LSU’s 
Kevin Faulk, another junior star, offers 
something else: big-play versatility. 
When the Tigers defeated Arkansas to 
claim a share of the SEC’s Western 
Division championship last November, 
Faulk demonstrated the many ways 
he can beat an opponent. He started 
out by carrying the ball on the first four 
plays of the opening touchdown drive 
for 27 yards. He finished the drive with 


seven carries for 46 yards. 


On LSU’s second series, Faulk 
converted a third-and-10 by making 
a one-handed catch on a screen 
pass and carrying it 39 yards. On his 
first punt return of the game, Faulk 
raced 39 yards to set up a short field 
goal which put his team ahead 17-0. 

After a season in which he led the 
SEC with 1,282 yards rushing, aver- 
aged 15.6 yards on 24 punt returns, 
and finished fourth nationally with 
191.3 all-purpose yards per game, 
there was some speculation that Faulk 
might turn pro after his sophomore 
season, especially since he has two 
children to support. “I’ve still got a lot 
of work to do in order to get to the 
NFL,” he said, squashing the reports. 


“I’ve still got a lot of things to 
accomplish here.” 


GRANT WISTROM 
hances are, Nebraska's 
Grant Wistrom would 
have been drafted some- 
where late in the first round of 
the 1997 NFL draft had he 
elected to turn pro. Instead, 
Wistrom, one of the nation’s 
most fierce pass rushers, had 
other priorities. “Money is not 
that big a thing to me right 
now,” he explained. “I think we 
have a good shot at it all next 
year, and | really look

BRIAN SIMMONS 
orth Carolina’s senior 
linebacker Brian Sim- 
mons is another defen- 
sive player who excites the pro 
scouts, particularly since he is 
skilled at dropping into pass 
coverage. He intercepted four 
passes and returned them for a 
school-record 160 yards. Sim- 
mons comes up biggest in the 
big games: 12 tackles against 
Florida State, nine in a road vic- 
tory at Syracuse, and eight 
tackles and a 57-yard intercep- 
tion return against Virginia. 


L.A. STORY 

football generation ago, USC and 

UCLA offered two of the best 
defensive backs of the 1970s: 

Trojan Ronnie Lott and Bruin Kenny 
Easley. This season there are three NFL- 
quality defensive backs playing for the 
crosstown rivals: cornerbacks Daylon 
McCutcheon and Brian Kelly of USC and 
safety Shaun Williams of UCLA. On 
November 22, the famous rivalry will be 
played in the L.A. Coliseum. 

McCutcheon, who came to USC as 
a schoolboy tailback, established him- 
self as a big-play defender. In his first col- 
lege game, he intercepted a pass against 
San Jose State and returned it 35 yards 
for a touchdown. He returned another 
interception 56 yards against UCLA. In 
the Rose Bowl two seasons 
ago, he picked up a fumble 
and returned it 53 yards for 
a score. “He has the rare 
gifts of speed, quickness, 
and instincts,” said USC 
coach John Robinson. 

Robinson predicted Kel- 
ly would become “the best 
cornerback to ever play at 
USC,” before McCutcheon 
established himself. Since 
Kelly already distinguished 
himself covering current pros 
like J.J. Stokes and Derrick 
Mayes, and practiced every 
day against ex-teammate 
Keyshawn Johnson, Kelly is 
prepared for what he’ll see in 
the NFL. 

Just like McCutcheon, 
Williams arrived as a tailback. 
In fact, UCLA used him on offense during 
an emergency in 1994. The pros want to 
see him as a senior now that the Bruins 
have had a season to get comfortable in 
new coach Bob Toledo’s system. 


BEST OF THE REST 
lorida State lost two premier pass 
rushers in Peter Boulware and 
Reinard Wilson, but the Seminoles 

will partially compensate for that by mov- 
ing tackle Andre Wadsworth to an out- 
side position. The pros like Wadsworth 
a great deal, at either line position. 

When the pro scouts travel to Michi- 
gan State this season, they will look to 
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see if Flozell Adams’s cheese- 
burger discipline is still work- 
ing. Adams came to East Lans- 
ing, Mich, as a 6-7, 370-pound 
offensive tackle whose diet 
consisted almost exclusively of 
cheeseburgers. 

When Nick Saban took 
over as the Spartans’ new 
head coach, he brought Ken 
Mannie with him as strength 
and conditioning coach. Man- 
nie got Adams to discipline 
himself. “I decided it was time 
to get serious,” says Adams, 
who became a Big Ten all-star. 

The magnifying glass will 
be on Auburn’s star offensive 
tackle, Victor Riley, a 6-5, 315- 
pounder. Some people feel he 
has more talent than his ex- 
teammate Willie Anderson, now 
with the Cincinnati Bengals. But 
Riley has been inconsistent. As 
a freshman he outplayed Flori- 
da’s Kevin Carter, limiting him to 
one tackle as Auburn upset the 
No. 1 Gators 36-33. The follow- 
ing spring, Riley’s coaches 
demoted him to third team. Last 
season he made all-SEC. 


CAN’T MISS 
thers on the scouts’ list 
of early “must-check” 
players include Michi- 

gan’s_ versatile sophomore, 
Charles Woodson, an updated 
version of Deion Sanders, who 
excels as a defensive back and 
doubles as a receiver; Wash- 
ington’s offensive guard Benji 
Olson, Oklahoma State tight end 
Alonzo Mayes, Nebraska tail- 
back Ahman Green, and Alaba- 
ma tight end Rod Rutledge. 
Neither the college coach- 
es nor the NFL even want to 
think about stars coming out 
after their sophomore seasons, 
but there is one player who may 
force the issue. Marshall wide 
receiver Randy Moss destroyed 
the Southern Conference as a 
freshman, and then did the 
same to the competition in the 
I-AA playoffs.

ou Holtz will no longer pace Notre Dame's sidelines, Gene 
| Fee won't prowl Alabama’s, and Johnny Majors won't 

stomp along Pitt’s. When the television cameras zoom to 
the sidelines this fall, you may not recognize many of the coach- 
es. That’s because so many of the old faces are gone. 

A remarkable 25 head coaches retired, resigned, or were fired 
last year. Legendary Grambling coach Eddie Robinson was nearly 
forced to join the exodus, but he was granted a final season before 
he retires. He will be back this fall, but so many other long-time coach- 
es won't. Indiana's Bill Mallory, Kentucky's Bill Curry, Fresno State’s 
Jim Sweeney, and Illinois’ Lou Tepper are among the missing. 

There’s new blood coursing through college 
football this season. There are new ideas, new 
voices, and new story lines. Bob Davie begins 
anew era at Notre Dame, Mike Dubose at Alaba- 
ma, and Walt Harris at Pittsburgh. They were all 
coordinators or assistants, and they weren’t 
alone in taking the big step up. Seventeen of the 
25 new hires were coordinators or assistants. 

College football's stars left in a rush, too. 

% The usual contingent of seniors moved on after 
the 1996 season, but so did a horde of under- 
classmen. Many of the game’s next generation 

of marquee players left before they even 

launched Heisman Trophy candidacies. Thirty- 

four underclassmen entered last April’s NFL 

K Draft. Ohio State’s Orlando Pace, lowa State’s 
Troy Davis, Florida State’s Peter Boulware, Flori- 


. da’s Reidel Anthony and Ike Hilliard, Miami’s 
Yatil Green, and Texas Tech’s Byron Hanspard 
* were among those who left early. 


College football didn’t lose all of its stars. 
It just seems that way. Of the top 10 Heisman 
Trophy vote-getters last year, nine won’t be 
back this fall. The only returnee is Tennessee 
quarterback Peyton Manning, and that makes 
him far and away the front-runner to win the 
Heisman as a senior this year. He has all of Dan- 
ny Wuerffel’s All-America-boy personality traits, 
but he’s also got all the skills the pros crave. 
te If Manning is going to get a serious chal- 
lenge in the Heisman Trophy race, it’s likely to 
come from Wisconsin and Syracuse. Last season, the Badgers 
turned loose a freshman sensation named Ron Dayne. The 
Orangemen will pin their hopes on the dazzling talents of junior 
quarterback Donovan McNabb. Those two will have a chance to 
get a jump on Manning in the Heisman race when they are show- 
cased against each other in the Kickoff Classic. It should rank 
among the best individual matchups of the season. 


Best Offensive Backfield 


Quarterback James Brown beat Nebraska with a clutch play- 
action pass in the Big 12 championship game. As a senior, he’s got even more 
to offer. Junior fullback Ricky Williams returns after rushing for 1,272 yards, 
the third-highest single-season total in UT history. 


The ’Huskers return junior Anhman Green, sophomore DeAn- 
gelo Evans, and senior Jay Sims, a terrific trio that accounted for almost 2,000 
yards rushing last fall. Senior quarterback Scott Frost endured some criticism 
a year ago, but he’s talented and poised to break through this season. 


Senior quarterback Ryan Clement is a fiery competitor who knows 
how to win, and he’s got a talented backup in junior Scott Covington. Junior 
Dyral McMillon, sophomore Edgerrin James, and James Jackson are a tailback 
trio that may make people forget that they call Miami Quarterback U. 


Senior tailback Dennis Riddle rushed for 1,079 yards a year 
ago, but the Crimson Tide go three deep at tailback. Curtis Alexander and sopho- 
more Shaun Alexander (not related) will help the Tide pound away at defenses 
and quarterback Freddie Kitchens returns after enjoying his best spring. 

Senior quarterback Ron Powlus never got a chance to open 
it up under Lou Holtz, but his skills will be featured in Bob Davie’s expanded 
offense. Junior tailback Autry Denson is a slasher who eats up yardage, and there’s 
a sophomore fullback coming on with the tantalizing name of Joey Goodspeed.

Instead, they hit the wall, 
losing their last four games to finish 5-6 
overall and 3-5 in the Pac-10. So, although 
they have 14 starters back, it’s anyone’s 
guess what will happen this season.

Coach Mike Price can call on seven 
defenders with starting experience. The 
best of those is senior end Dorian Boose. 
He will work up front with end Shane

A newcom- 
er to watch is Anthony Griffin, a redshirt 
freshman with sprinter’s speed. Four 
starters are back on the line. The left side 
should be particularly strong with junior 
guard Charles Torello and senior tackle 
Mark Spinner. 

The Owls’ top three tacklers are all 
back: linebackers Thomas Benford and 
Rashad Reynolds and safety Karlon Bed- 
ford. End Andy Clifton returns, as does 
cornerback LaDouphyous McCalla. 

The Owls play both conference 
teams that beat them last year, BYU and 
Air Force, at Rice Stadium this time. 
Non-league games of note include a 
home battle against Texas and a road trip 
to Northwestern. 


UTAH 


hris Fuamatu-Ma’afala has a huge 

surname, but it’s nothing compared 

to his body. The 6-0 junior from 
Honolulu tipped the scales last year at 
285 pounds. The Ute coaches would like 
to see him closer to 270. Despite his 
build, Fuamatu-Ma/‘afala is deceptively 
fast. His combination of strength, girth, 
and speed have enabled him to rush for 
1,814 yards in two seasons with Ron 
McBride's club. Trying to tackle him one- 
on-one in the open field is a linebacker’s 
nightmare. He rushed for 982 yards and 
earned all-WAC honors despite missing 
three games late in the season after 
arthroscopic knee surgery. 

Backing up Fuamatu-Ma’afala for a 
third straight year will be senior Juan 
Johnson, who has rushed for 700-plus 
yards in each of the past two seasons. 
Jonathan Crosswhite, a JC transfer who 
redshirted last year, is the likely replace- 
ment at quarterback for Mike Fouts. 
Senior all-WAC receiver Kevin Dyson (53 
catches for 812 yards) is a deep threat. 

The Utes, led by cornerback Clarence 
Lawson, had the top pass defense in the 
WAC. But if they want to return to a bowl 
game for the fifth time in six seasons, 
they'll need to cut the 214 yards rushing 
per game they surrendered last year. Utah 
expects a big year out of junior tackle Pene 
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Talamaivao and new linebacker Phil 
Glover, a transfer from Washington State. 
Robert Love, who led the Utes in tackles 
last year as a linebacker, will return to his 
more natural position of strong safety. 


SOUTHERN METHODIST 


ince suffering the NCAA‘s so-called 
“death penalty” in the late 1980s, the 
Mustangs have yet to record a win- 
ning season. Last year was oh-so-close, 
but SMU came up just shy with a 5-6 
overall mark, including 4-4 in the WAC. 

Despite the improvement, head 
coach Tom Rossley was given his walk- 
ing papers. Mike Cavan, most recently 
the head man at East Tennessee State and 
a long-time Georgia assistant, was hired. 

A winning season in ‘97 is not out of 
the question, especially with shifty quar- 
terback Ramon Flanigan back after being 
granted a sixth year of eligibility by the 
NCAA. Flanigan helped produce 22.4 
points per game last year. That may not 
seem like much by WAC standards, but 
it was the school’s best in 11 years. SMU 
is 9-15-2 in games Flanigan has started, 
and 0-17-1 in games he didn’t start over 
the same time frame. Running back 
Donte Womack (887 yards) is also back 
for his senior season. 

Eight defensive regulars return, 
including inside linebacker Chris Bor- 
dano, who averaged 11.3 tackles. SMU 
gave up 24.3 points per game, its lowest- 
scoring defense since 1985. 


TEXAS CHRISTIAN 


eff Dover started at quarterback for 
the Horned Frogs last season as a 
freshman. He put up respectable 
numbers (1,456 yards passing and nine 
touchdowns), but he will have to prove 
his worth to hold off sophomore trans-

fers Derek Canine (SMU) and Kevin 
Colon (Texas A&M). It should make for 
an interesting battle this fall. 

One player whose starting job is safe 
is Basil Mitchell. He rushed for 953 yards 
last season, the most ever for a TCU 
sophomore. He also caught 40 passes for 
344 yards. Coach Pat Sullivan’s other top 
offensive threat is speedster Jason Tuck- 
er, who caught 39 passes for 692 yards. 

TCU returns five starters on defense, 
including four of the top six tacklers. 
New defensive coordinator Phil Bennett, 
who comes to Fort Worth after holding 
a similar position at Texas A&M, will 
look to end Matt Harper, linebacker Scott 
Taft, and safety Chris Staten as the nucle- 
us from which to build. 

Perhaps the biggest strength for TCU 
is its kicking game. Michael Reeder, an 
All-America in ‘95, returns for his senior 
season. He made 23 of 25 field goals as a 
sophomore, but struggled a bit last year, 
hitting just 11 of 20. He has yet to miss an 
extra point in his career (74-of-74). Royce 
Huffman averaged 42.6 yards per punt.

very time the Lobos have had a 
winning season since 1971, the fol- 


lowing season has seen them drop 
back below .500, Last year, New Mexico 
finished 6-5. Coach Dennis Franchione 
is gunning to bring back-to-back win- 
ning seasons to Albuquerque for the first 
time in 16 years. 

The best news is that all-WAC run- 
ning back Lennox Gordon is back. Gor- 
don rushed for 1,008 yards as an 18-year- 
old sophomore last year and had six 
100-yard games. Fullback Chris Shelton 
(1,049 yards rushing in three years) 
rejoins him in the backfield. Franchione 
is excited about the potential of several 
younger backs. With the graduation of 
Donald Sellers, quarterback duty falls to 
junior Graham Leigh, who has played 
little at UNM but started the final four 
games of the year in ‘95 for Pacific as a 
true freshman. 

The Lobos need to replace three 
starters on the line, and are looking for- 
ward to the return of Matt Tyner. He has 
started 23 games during his career, but sat 
out most of last season with a broken fibu- 
la. He is moving from tackle, where he’s 
played the past three years, to center,

Linebacker Blake Irwin, a nephew of 
golfer Hale Irwin, recorded 118 tackles 
last season. Also back is cornerback 
Ramos McDonald, who intercepted six 
passes in ‘96, three more than the entire 
team had the previous year. 

The Lobos’ non-league slate is man- 
ageable, with games against Northern Ari- 
zona, New Mexico State, and Utah State. 


he Golden Hurricane looked like a 
T contender for a division title early 

last season. They notched three 
impressive victories in a row over Iowa, 
Oklahoma, and Colorado State. Then 
the bottom fell out. They lost five of 
their final six and finished their first sea- 
son in the WAC 4-7 overall and 2-6 in 
the league. 

Dave Rader’s club returns 15 starters, 
not including junior quarterback John 
Fitzgerald, who threw for 953 yards ina 
platoon role in ‘96. He'll have one of the 
WAC’s top targets to throw to in Wes 
Caswell, who caught 49 passes for 817 
yards and five touchdowns last fall. Tail- 
back Reggie Williams led the Hurricane 
in rushing during each of the past two 
seasons. He gained 759 yards a year ago. 
Sophomore John Mosley and redshirt 
freshman Kevin Isham will push Williams 
for playing time. 

Defensive coordinator Pat Hender- 
son is new to Tulsa, but not to the WAC’s 
Mountain Division, having held the 
same position at TCU last season. He will 
be in charge of turning around a unit that 
ranked 107th against the run and 97th in 
total defense. Lineman Sean O’Boyle and 
safety Levi Gillen are veterans. Gillen, 
who led the team in tackles, was a first- 
team Academic All-America. The kick- 
ing game is solid with James Anderson 
and punter Kirk Myrick. 


he Miners made an incredible 
T defensive turnaround last season. 
Unfortunately, the offense was so 
terrible that UTEP finished with an 0-8 
league mark. Coach Charlie Bailey’s 
defense ranked 108th out of 109 Division 
I-A teams in 1995. Last season, the Min- 
ers made the leap to 39th. Now, if they 
could just do something about their 
101st-ranked offense, the Miners might 
get somewhere. 
UTEP has nine defensive players 
with starting experience, including the 
bulk of the secondary that ranked sec- 


ond in the league against the pass. 
Returnees include free safety and lead- 
ing tackler David Terrell and cornerback 
Michael Hicks, who picked off four 
passes in ‘96—two of which he returned 
for touchdowns. Dale Kirry and Jason 
Young head a strong group of line- 
backers for new defensive coordinator 
Ronnie Jones. 

The offense averaged just 16.6 
points, the second-lowest total in the 
WAC and the worst in the Mountain 
Division. Gary Nord, a veteran of 17 
years in the college ranks, takes over as 
the new coordinator. He will try to use 
the pass to establish the run. Juco trans- 
fer quarterback Craig Strickland (Butler 
Community College) will be handed the 
reins to start the year. The Miners return 
their top three rushers, led by Joseph 
Polk (569 yards). 

The schedule is trying. Four of the first 
six games are on the road, and three of 
those opponents (LSU, Utah, and Clem- 
son) played in bow] games last season. 


PACIFIC DIVISION 


COLORADO STATE 


ollowing two straight WAC-title 
campaigns, coach Sonny Lubick’s 


program was ina rebuilding mode 
in ‘96. Even so, the Rams came just sec- 
onds from winning the Pacific Division. 
Wyoming had to rally to beat them, 25- 
24, in the regular-season finale, dropping 
CSU to 6-2 in the league and 7-5 overall. 
This season, however, big things are 
anticipated in Fort Collins. The Rams 
return 17 starters, more than any other 
contender in the league. The top four 
teams in the division are closely matched, 
but Colorado State is the only one that 
returns an experienced quarterback. 
Senior Moses Moreno threw for 2,921 
yards and 18 touchdowns, finishing 16th 
in the nation in passing efficiency. He'll 
be protected by a veteran line that 
includes four returning starters: juniors 
Anthony Cesario and Mike Newell and 
seniors Steve Dundee and Eric Bailey. 
Damon Washington ran for 1,075 
yards in ‘96 despite missing the final two 
games with a hamstring injury. When it’s 
time to throw the ball, Moreno will turn 
to a pair of Turners—Geoff and Paul. 
Geoff led the team with 52 catches for 
921 yards, while Paul, who redshirted in 
‘96, was the team’s leading receiver in 
‘95. Tight end Eli Workman, a three-year 
starter, caught 20 passes last season. 
The defensive line is anchored by 


- first-team all-WAC Adrian Ross, who 
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recorded a team-high 7.5 sacks. Rejoin- 
ing him up front are Rob Cieslinski, who 
sat out spring drills while recovering 
from knee surgery, and Steve Trammell. 
The linebacking corps includes Willie 
Taylor and Nate Kvamme, the top two 
tacklers. The secondary returns intact: 
cornerbacks Eason Ramson and Brady 
Schneider and safeties Erik Olson, Kevin 
McDougal, and Myron Terry. 


SAN DIEGO STATE 


T he Aztecs won 16 games during the 


past two years, more than any oth- 

er Division I-A team in California, 
but lost when it mattered most. A sea- 
son-ending home setback to Colorado 
State cost them a piece of the WAC 
crown in ‘95. Last year, nine days after 
handing Wyoming its only regular-sea- 
son loss, San Diego State was shocked by 
winless UNLV. As a result, fourth-year 
coach Ted Tollner has yet to take the 
Aztecs bowling. 

This may be the year the Aztecs 
make the transition to champion—even 
after major losses in key skill positions. 
Gone are quarterback Billy Blanton, run- 
ning back George Jones, and receiver 
Will Blackwell. Still, SDSU should be for- 
midable. Senior Az Hakim, the latest in 
the Aztec line of top-flight receivers, 
caught 57 passes for 1,022 yards in ‘95 
and added 36 catches for 635 yards in an 
injury-plagued ‘96. Junior LeAndrew 
Childs caught 52 passes last fall. Senior 
Justin Watson and sophomore Marty 
Graham are capable runners. But the 
strength of the offense is on the line, 
where all five regulars return. Kyle Tur- 
ley, (6-6, 305), a three-year starter at tack- 
le, is an All-America candidate. On the 
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other side is another veteran tackle, 
Ephraim Salaam (6-7, 290). Senior Kevin 
McKechnie, who has thrown 33 passes 
in three years, is the new quarterback. 

Four starters return in the defensive 
backfield, which may be good or bad, 
since the Aztecs were 14th in the WAC 
in passing defense. The front seven is led 
by middle linebacker Joseph Tuipala and 
end Charles Gatlin. 

The early schedule is rough. The 
Aztecs open at home against Navy, but 
then spend the next four weeks on the 
road against Washington, Wisconsin, Air 
Force, and Arizona. 


WYOMING 


ana Dimel, at 34, is the youngest 
head coach in Division I-A. He’s 


new to the WAC, but he has already 
learned one lesson about his new league: 
Fourth-quarter leads against BYU are not 
safe. Dimel wasn’t with Wyoming last 
December when it lost the WAC title 
game, 28-25, in overtime to BYU. But three 
weeks later, as the offensive coordinator 
at Kansas State, he watched as his team 
fell in similar come-from-behind fashion 
to the Cougars in the Cotton Bowl. 

Dimel takes over a team that led the 
nation in passing and was third in total 
offense. But gone are eight offensive 
starters, including record-breaking 
receiver Marcus Harris, quarterback Josh 
Wallwork, and All-America tackle Steve 
Scifres. Second-team all-WAC guard Jay 
Korth moves to center. Who he will snap 
the ball to is still up in the air. There was 
a battle during spring drills among 
seniors Jeremy Silcox and John Davis 
and redshirt freshman Jay Stoner. Junior 
running back Marques Brigham will be 
pushed by sophomore Tim Beasley. The 
top returning receiver is sophomore 
Wendell Montgomery. 

Dimel has made some position 
changes on the defense to increase team 
speed. One player who will stay put is 
senior safety Brian Lee, who was second 
in the nation with eight interceptions last 
year. Rejoining him in the secondary is 
Je’Ney Jackson. Linebacker Jim Talich 
earned all-league honors after making 
138 tackles. 

The Cowboys also boast an All- 
America placekicker, Cory Wedel. Aron 
Langley is the league’s top returning 
punter, which is good news since the 
Cowboys will probably punt a lot in their 
opener. They face Ohio State on August 
28 in the Eddie Robinson Football Clas- 
sic in Ohio Stadium. 


AIR FORCE 


eau Morgan, a magician as a wish- 
bone quarterback, won’t be around 


this year, much to Falcon coach 
Fisher DeBerry’s chagrin. But DeBerry 
didn’t even have to look outside the 
Morgan family to find a replacement. 
Junior Blane Morgan, Beau’s younger 
brother, is set to step into his sibling’s 
large cleats. 

“It’s totally unfair to compare him 
with his brother,” said DeBerry. “Beau 
Morgan is one of the best option quar- 
terbacks who ever lived. All we're ask- 
ing Blane to do is be Blane Morgan.” 
However unfair, comparisons between 
the brothers will be made. The good 
news is that Blane appears to compare 
favorably. He is the same type of field 
leader, plus he’s a good runner with a 
solid arm. 

The Falcons hope to improve on a 
disappointing 6-5 season that included 
losses to the other major service acade- 
mies. They have just nine starters return- 
ing. Fortunately, one of them is linebacker 
Chris Gizzi, the Pacific Division’s Defen- 
sive Player of the Year, who had a team- 
high 128 tackles in 11 games. Gizzi will 
be joined by veteran linebacker Steve Fer- 
nandez and free safety Jason Sanderson. 

The schedule is favorable, with sev- 
en games—including San Diego State, 


Je’Ney Jackson, Wyoming 
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Wyoming, and Army—at home in Fal- 
con Stadium. Air Force, which upset 
Notre Dame in overtime last year, does 
not play the Irish this season. 


FRESNO STATE 


Jr: Sweeny was an institution at 


Fresno State, leading the Bulldogs 

for 19 seasons and posting a 143-75- 
3 record that included eight conference 
titles and a 5-2 bowl mark. The new coach 
is Pat Hill, a former assistant at Fresno 
who spent the past five years as an assis- 
tant with the Baltimore Ravens/Cleve- 
land Browns. If the Bulldogs don’t have 
a winning season, it won't be for a lack 
of work, Hill insists. “The players have 
bought into the direction that we want to 
take,” he said. “We have put them 
through a rigid off-season program.” 

The Bulldogs return 14 starters. They 
are searching for a new quarterback, but 
Idaho State junior transfer Robb Wetta 
appears to have the inside track. Wetta was 
a two-year starter for the I-AA Bengals and 
threw for 4,363 yards and 28 touchdowns. 
The running game should be solid with 
junior tailback Michael Pittman, who 
rushed for 1,132 yards last year, and senior 
fullback Jaime Kimbrough. The wideouts, 
usually a Bulldog strength, are few in num- 
ber. Linebacker A.J. Gass, the WAC leader 
a year ago with 150 tackles, returns to lead 
the defense. Punter Jeff Roberts was 12th in 
the nation last season, averaging 44.7 yards. 


nan otherwise dreary first season in 
I the WAC (1-11), Jon Denton gave 
Rebel fans hope for the future. Den- 
ton, a local product, had the best season 
by a freshman quarterback in NCAA his- 
tory. He passed for 3,591 yards and 25 
touchdowns, which were two of his 10 
national freshman records. Most of Den- 
ton’s supporting cast is back. UNLV 
returns 18 starters, including four on the 
offensive line. The receiving corps is led 
by junior Carlos Baker, who caught 71 
passes for 887 yards. The Rebels will need 
to improve on the WAC’s worst rushing 
attack in order to move up in the league. 
Juco All-America Rodrick Johnson should 
help immediately. He rushed for 2,338 
yards at Dixie College last fall, which gave 
him 1,405 more than the UNLV team. 
“Defensively, we have nowhere to 
go but up,” said Horton, and he’s right. 
The Rebels were last in the nation in total 
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and scoring defense, giving up 543 yards 
and 45.9 points per game. 

The Rebels played Tennessee, Wis- 
consin, and BYU last year. This time, two 
of their non-league games are winnable: 
Nevada and Illinois State. They probably 
won't have much of a chance in the other:

erhaps Dave Baldwin accepted the 
job as new coach of the Spartans 


before looking at the 1997 schedule. 
San Jose State could be much improved 
over last year’s 3-9 team and still find 
itself 0-5 and with little confidence by the 
middle of October. The Spartans open on 
the road at Stanford, host Wisconsin, and 
go back on the road to face Wyoming 
and Oregon State before playing confer- 
ence favorite Colorado State at home. 

Baldwin replaces retired Hall of 
Fame coach John Ralston. He spent the 
previous two seasons as the head coach 
of Cal State Northridge, which made a 
five-win improvement between his first 
and second seasons. He will try to break 
the Spartans’ string of four consecutive 
losing records. 

Junior quarterback Brian Vye, now 
at his fourth college, may have finally 
found a home. Vye spent a redshirt year 
at BYU and transferred to LSU before 
throwing for 2,500 yards for Gavilan Col- 
lege last year. He had five touchdown 
passes in the spring game and is the 
odds-on favorite to be the starter over 
sophomore Chris Kasteler this fall. Run- 
ning backs Donte Scarbrough, James 
Hodgins, and Carlos Meeks will alter- 


nate in Baldwin's one-back system. The 
receivers look solid, led by Windrell 
Hayes, who caught 58 passes in ‘96. The 
offensive question mark is the line. 

Seven starters return on defense. 
Outside linebacker Eric Coughran, cor- 
nerback Omarr Smith, and tackle Jerald 
Perry are the most notable. 


ou know it wasn’t exactly a dream 
VY sas for a first-year coach when 

the most national publicity your 
program received came after a brawl in 
the stands. Yet that’s exactly the type of 
year it was for Hawaii coach Fred von 
Appen in ‘96. The Rainbows, at 1-7 in the 
league, tied UNLV for last in the Pacific 
Division. Perhaps the second year with 
the West Coast offense will be more suc- 
cessful than the first. Last season, the 
Rainbows were last in the league in total 
and scoring offense, averaging only 262 
yards and 13.7 points per game. 

If the Rainbows have a strength, it’s 
in the trenches. Hawaii has six players 
that have started on the offensive line, 
led by center Shane Oliveira. The defen- 
sive line boasts six players with experi- 
ence. All-WAC safety Eddie Klaneski 
returns for his senior season. John Gura- 
sich, a redshirt freshman, is the leading 
candidate to take over at quarterback, 
with sophomore Hunter Young pushing 
him. Fullback Lonn Kalama also returns. 

The Rainbows, losers of 16 consecu- 
tive WAC games on the road, face both 
Colorado State and BYU on the main- 
land. They will open the season with a 
non-league game at home against Min- 
nesota and close the year at home against 
Notre Dame.

Big things are expected 
from running back Josh Branen, who averaged 73 
yards per game rushing. Raul Pacheco (17.3 yards 
per catch) is the team’s top returning receiver. 

The defense, however, may be in a rebuilding 
mode. Crebo is a returning All-America, but he’s the 
only starter back from last year’s team. Dallas Neal is 
a quality punter, but with an offense as strong as Mon- 
tana’s, his services may not be called upon too often. 
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he Lumberjacks return 17 starters, but among 
Te: missing is running back Archie Amerson, 

the Walter Payton Award winner, who rushed 
for 2,079 yards and 25 touchdowns. After getting a 
taste of the playoffs for the first time, the Lumber- 
jacks want to get back into postseason action and, 
this time, they'd like to win a few games. 

Leading the way for Steve Axman’s team will 
be sophomore quarterback Travis Brown, who 
directed NAU to the top of the national rankings in 
total and scoring offense last year. Brown threw for 
a I-AA freshman-record 3,398 yards. Four 
starters are back on the offensive line, led 
by All-America tackle Dan Finn. Six 
receivers who had at least 20 catches are 
back, headed by Gibbons St. Paul (50 
catches for 975 yards). Ricky Pearsall (47 
catches) was the nation’s best punt 
returner, averaging nearly 17 yards. 

The defense was inconsistent, but 
with nine regulars back, it will be expe- 
rienced, Junior lineman Nick Petrucci, an 
honorable mention All-America, record- 
ed 53 tackles, including 14 for losses. 
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he Eagles looked to be on their way to a spot in 
T the 16-team I-AA playoffs. But then they lost four 
of their final five games to finish with a disap- 
pointing 6-5 mark, including 3-4 in the league. They 
had some tough luck as well, losing three league games 
by a total of nine points. Fourth-year coach Mike 
Kramer is confident his team, which returns 16 regu- 
lars, can take a step up to compete for the league crown. 
The strength is on the defensive side. Linebacker 
Derek Strey led the team with 126 tackles and had 
four interceptions. Free safety Maurice Perigo was a 
league Player of the Week three times. He intercept-

cott Shields can do it all. He will 
. likely earn all-Big Sky honors again 
this fall. In fact, Shields could earn 
three all-league honors. The junior from 
San Diego is a two-time all-Big Sky 
placekicker. He made 18 of 24 field goals 
in ‘96, including a 52-yarder as time 
expired to give the Wildcats a victory 
over Eastern Washington. He also earned 
all-league accolades as a punter, averag- 
ing 40.4 yards. That's not all. Shields was 
a second-team defensive back after pick- 
ing off 10 passes and making 73 tackles 
at free safety. The Wildcats list 10 return- 
ing starters, but Shields accounts for 
three of the 10. No wonder the Associat- 
ed Press listed him as a first-team All- 
America as an “all-purpose player.” 
Steve Buck, a transfer from UCLA, 
looked strong in the spring and will like- 
ly be the quarterback this fall. He has 
good targets in Taurus McGhee and tight 
end Cam Quayle. The defense returns 
five starters, including linebacker David 
Stroshine, the leading tackler.

he Matadors have a first-year coach 
T: Jim Fenwick, but their offense 
should still smell sweet with Aaron 
Flowers. A juco transfer, Flowers was the 
league’s top newcomer and is one of the 
top returning quarterbacks in the nation. 
He finished second in I-AA in total 
offense (329.4 yards per game) and had 
30 touchdown passes as a junior. 
CSUN, in its second year in the Big 
Sky, has 17 starters back from last year’s 
7-4 team (4-3 in the league). In addition 
to Flowers, the returning skill-position 
players are Cameron Perry (12.5 yards 
per catch), Jerome Henry (69.7 yards 
receiving per game), and Norman Clarke 
(11 rushing touchdowns). Linebacker 
Mark Goodson, who averaged 13.6 tack- 
les per game, is the top defender. Rejoin- 
ing him are Benny Herron, who picked 
off four passes, and Dan Lazarovits (41 
tackles, 4.5 sacks).

he Bobcats, under sixth-year coach 
Te Hysell, have improved slowly 
in each of the past three seasons. 

They won three games in 1994, five in 
‘95, and six a year ago. Seven or more 
victories this season may be difficult. 

Six offensive starters return, headed 
by quarterback Rob Compson, who passed 
for 1,385 yards. Kenyatte Morgan, a sec- 
ond-team all-league return specialist, 
caught 21 passes for 277 yards, and Tony 
Vallez had 22 receptions for 231 yards. 
Unlike most teams in the league that like 
to pass first and run the ball as an after- 
thought, the Bobcats are noted for hard- 
nosed rushing attacks. Running back Matt 
Engelking has graduated, but second-team 
all-Big Sky fullback Travis Cormaney is 
back. Center Brad Callan and guard Nate 
O’Brien are the only returning linemen. 

The defense has six starters back, 
including free safety Tyson Tucker and 
lineman Neal Smith, both of whom were 
honorable mention all-league.

he Bengals struggled to a 1-6 league 
record. This year the rebuilding 


process begins with new coach Tom 
Walsh, a former offensive coordinator 
with the Los Angeles Raiders. Walsh, 
who takes over for Brian McNeely, was 
with the Raiders from 1982-95, during 
which time they won five AFC West titles 
and the 1984 Super Bowl. 


Idaho State’s defense is its strong 
suit. Seven starters return, including all- 
league linebacker Telly Lockette. Free 
safety Trevor Bell had seven intercep- 
tions and cornerback Joe Barnes had two. 

Craig Joseph gives ISU an offensive 
threat in the backfield. The team’s lead- 
ing rusher, Joseph averaged 82 yards per 
game and scored five touchdowns. The 
special teams should be solid. James Fer- 
rell was a second-team all-Big Sky selec- 
tion as a placekicker. He also handled the 
punting chores, for which he was named 
honorable mention all-league. 


SACRAMENTO STATE 


he best news for the Hornets is that 
Tire in the Big Sky can only get 
better. Sac State went 0-7 in its first 
year in the league. It also lost to Portland 
State, but that game did not count in the 
standings. The Hornets were fifth in I- 
AA in passing, but they struggled defen- 
sively, giving up 33 or more points in all 
10 losses and 41 or more seven times. 
There are a few bright spots for 
third-year coach John Volek.

Shevin Smith, a former walk- 
on, is the strong safety, and cornerbacks Samari Rolle 
and Troy Saunders have starting experience. 
Although the Seminoles averaged 38.7 points a 
game in 1996, quarterback Thad Busby drew criti- 
cism for inconsistency. His prime target will be E.G. 
Green, who averaged 19.5 yards per catch and scored 
seven touchdowns. Fullback Pooh Bear Williams, 
center Kevin Long, tackle Tra Thomas, and tight end 
Melvin Pearsall return to starting spots.

Wide receivers Harvey Middleton 
(64 catches for 804 yards) and Derrick 
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Steagall, a 4.3 speedster coming off knee 
surgery, can give opponents nightmares. 
Quarterback Joe Hamilton (1,342 yards 
passing and 248 yards rushing) should 
be more mature and confident in his 
sophomore season. Charlie Rogers, 
Phillip Rogers, and Curtis Hollomon are 
the leading candidates to replace tailback 
C.J. Williams. Fullback Charles Wiley 
averaged 5.5 yards a carry before going 
down with an injury. Center Craig Page 
and guard Ken Celaj return up front. 

Maybe the most important addition to 
the offense is coordinator Ralph Friedgen, 
who ran the unit in Tech’s 1990 national 
championship season. Friedgen left with 
head coach Bobby Ross and spent the last 
five years with the San Diego Chargers. 

The defensive line returns end Ralph 
Hughes, middle guard Patrick Bradford, 
and tackle Derrick Shepard.

Coach Mike O’Cain will look for lead- 
ership from linebacker Morroco Brown, 
who has led the team in tackles for two 
years, and tackle George Williams, who 
collected three sacks and seven tackles for 
losses among his 45 stops. State faces the 
impossible task of replacing All-America 
kicker Marc Primanti, a former walk-on 
who made an ACC-record 27 straight 
field goals over two season. For his career, 
he connected on 31 of 33 field goals and 
missed just one of 52 extra points. 
Quarterback Jamie Barnette enjoyed 
a steller freshman season, throwing for 
1,594 yards and nine touchdowns with 
six interceptions. Torry Holt (24 catches 
for 415 yards) is the primary target. 
Senior tailback Tremayne Stephens has 
led the team in rushing for three years, 
ranks sixth on the school’s rushing list 
(2,411 yards), and has a career average of 
5.0 yards per carry. Senior guard Lonnie 
Gilbert, a second-team all-ACC pick, 
heads the unit that includes center Sea- 
mus Murphy, guard Alex Santos, tackle 
lan Rafferty, and tight end Mark Thomas. 
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he Terps set a bushel of offensive 
T records in five seasons with coach 
Mark Duffner’s run-and-shoot attack. 
But they won only 20 games, a prescrip-

tion for dismissal. Ron Vanderlinden, a 
head coach for the first time, knows suc- 
cess.

The Deacons ranked last in the league and 
were among the worst nationally in both 


rushing offense (65.1 yards per game) and 
defense (254.5). Caldwell hopes that added

efore Texas upset two-time defending national champion 
Nebraska in the conference title game last December in St. 
Louis, the first Big 12 season looked entirely forgettable. 
Texas A&M lost to BYU. Texas fell to Notre Dame and Vir- 
ginia. Nebraska was shut out at Arizona State. Oklahoma 
got WACked. As the days grew shorter, it appeared the league would 
not have enough teams with enough wins to fill its six bowl spots. 
The Big 12’s inaugural season came down to a gutsy call on 
fourth-and-one and an unforgettable climax. Texas quarterback James 
Brown took the snap from his own 28 late in the game, 


rolled left, and found reserve tight end Derek Lewis for a 
61-yard completion that sealed one of the greatest upsets, 
a 37-27 Longhorn victory, in UT history. 

As for this year, in the North, Nebraska returns six offen- 
sive starters, but it has enough losses on defense that it 
passed on playing the Pigskin Classic on August 23. Col- 
orado lost quarterback Koy Detmer, so career backup John 
Hessler becomes No. 1. Kansas State must replace its 
quarterback and secondary. After finishing strong, Mis- 
souri looks to move up at the expense of Kansas, which 
will be learning under first-year coach Terry Allen, and lowa 
State, which is making the transition from Troy Davis to 
brother Darren Davis. 

Look for the Longhorns, with 14 returning starters, to 
dominate the South Division.

T he Wildcats lost their starting quar- 


terback, their all-time sack leader, 

their all-time leading receiver, and 
a two-time All-America cornerback. So 
why the big smiles in Manhattan? 

Because Kansas State retains the look 
of a good football program. The school 
finally is at the 85-man scholarship max- 
imum. Four starting offensive linemen 
weigh at least 300 pounds. There are three 
Parade All-Americas. And the Wildcats, 
who have won at least nine games the last 
four seasons, are coming off their first 
New Year’s Day game (Cotton Bow]). 
Coach Bill Snyder has this program 
reloading annually. Now, can he find a 
way to beat Nebraska and Colorado? 

It may be tougher this year because he 
has no experienced quarterback. The like- 
ly starter is junior Michael Bishop, who 
was one of the top juco quarterbacks, lead- 
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ing Blinn Community (Texas) to back-to- 
back national titles. The line should be one 
of the biggest, if not best, in the league: 
tackles Ryan Young and Todd Weiner, 
junior left guard Jeremy Martin, and 
senior Kendyl Jacox, who moves from 
right guard to center, Senior running back 
Mike Lawrence (982 yards, 10 touch- 
downs) also returns. Snyder may miss all- 
Big 12 receiver Kevin Lockett at first, but 
the position may be the deepest on the 
team. Andre Anderson will be pushed by 
a corps of jucos, including Everett Burnett, 
and freshman Julius McMillan. Senior 
tight end Jarrett Grosdidier caught 15 
passes and three touchdowns. 

The task is to replace a secondary that

here is a quiet optimism in Tiger 
T Town. Quiet, because Missouri foot- 

ball hasn’t had a winning season or 
been to a bowl since 1983. Optimistic, 
because the Tigers are showing signs of 
revival. It started with three victories in 
the final five games of 1996 and the best 
record, 5-6, since 1987. There is a newly 
renovated Memorial Stadium and 16 
returning starters. 

If Mizzou is to end its string of 13 
straight losing seasons, much will ride 
on junior quarterback Corby Jones, an 
option-maker whose quick feet enabled 
him to gain 742 yards and score nine 
touchdowns. The coaches spent the 
spring working with Jones on his pass- 
ing. That could take heat off the running 
backs, led by senior tailback Brock Oli- 
vo, the never-say-die local hero who has 
gutted out 2,348 career yards and needs 
just 260 to pass James Wilder and Dar- 
rell Wallace for the school record. Tail- 
back Devin West and fullback Ernest 
Blackwell return, as do sophomore cen- 
ter Rob Riti, senior guard Mike Morris, 
senior tackle Travis Biebel, and junior left 
tackle Todd Neimeyer, a unit that helped 
MU rank ninth in the nation in rushing 
in 1996 and allowed just 12 sacks. 

If the Tigers can improve their 
turnover margin (minus 15, 106th in the 
nation), they should be able to hold the 
ball enough on offense to allow the 
defense time to rebuild. Senior inside 
linebacker Kevin Ford and junior strong 
safety Caldrinoff Easter are the leaders. 
Two players emerged in the spring: 
walk-on linebacker Pat Duffy, who was 
orginally set to go to lowa two years ago, 
and junior cornerback Martez Young, 
one of the Big 12’s top sprinters and a 
former receiver.

Instead, he’s got a potential quarterback 
controversy, with incumbent starter and 
senior Matt Johner and Zac Wegner, a 
sophomore who seems to fit Allen’s four- 
receiver offense better. But can Allen find 
four receivers? John Gordon, who start- 
ed five games as a freshman, leads an 
untested corps. Only two starters, right 
tackle Justin Glasgow and left guard 
Dameon Hunt, return on the line, and 
the projected starting running back, 
senior Eric Vann, spent the ‘96 season pri- 
marily as a receiver and kick returner. 

Good thing the defense returns 
eight regulars, led by second-team all- 
conference free safety Tony Blevins and 
senior linebacker Jason Thoren. 


Ne much is expected from a team 
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ning the ball for Iowa State this fall. 

But that may be the only thing 
familiar to Cyclone fans. Sophomore 
Darren Davis will take over for his big 
brother, Troy, Iowa State's all-time lead- 
ing rusher. Darren seems ready. He ran 
for 136 yards and four touchdowns on 
15 carries in the ISU spring game and 
displayed more open-field moves than 
his hard-running brother. But what will 
third-year coach Dan McCarney put 
around Davis? 

Senior left guard Matt Rahfaldt is the 
lone returning starter up front. McCarney 
is going to shift emphasis to more passing 
with Todd Bandhauer, who, unlike the 
scrambling Todd Doxzon, is a classic drop- 
back quarterback. An injury to Doxzon last 
year ruined McCarney’s hope for a 1996 


Geet named Davis will be run- 
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redshirt for Bandhauer, who played in just 
two games after starting four in 1995 as a 
freshman. With senior split end Ed 
Williams (34 catches for 491 yards) back, 
the Cyclones may not rely as much on 
Davis running the ball. 

John Skladany, who put together 
WAC-leading defenses at Colorado State, 
will be in charge of shoring up a defense 
that blew second-half leads to Colorado, 
Oklahoma State, Baylor, Wyoming, and 
Kansas last year.

His running 
and Brown's passing doomed Nebraska, 
and that combination should be even 
more lethal in 1997. 

The Longhorns should have the 
league’s top offense, even with the loss 
of All-Americas Michael Adams (UT’s 
all-time leading receiver), tight end Pat 
Fitzgerald, and guard Dan Neil. The line 
returns four starters: junior left guard

But the biggest 
news in Aggieland is the arrival of 
four new assistant coaches, including new 
coordinators for offense (Steve Marshall) 
and defense (Mike Hankwitz) to try to 
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remedy a disappointing 6-6 record. Head 
coach R.C. Slocum also brought in Ray 
Dorr from Kentucky as quarterback coach 
and Steve Kragthorpe from Boston Col- 
lege to coach the wide receivers. In other 
words, he wants improved offense. 

Maybe Marshall and Dorr can make 
something click with junior quarterback 
Branndon Stewart, who was spotty after 
transferring from Tennessee. Stewart com- 
pleted 48.8 percent of his passes for 1,904 
yards and nine touchdowns with seven 
interceptions. He will be surrounded by 
eight players with at least seven starts in 
1996, including tackles Cameron Spikes 
and Chris Ruhman, guards Semisi 
Heimuli and Steve McKinney, and Sirr 
Parker, one of four running backs who 
gained at least 500 yards.

But new coach Mike Dun- 
bar, the offensive coordinator the last five 
years at Toledo, inherits a talented squad 
from Terry Allen, who left after eight sea- 
sons to become head coach at Kansas. 
Despite losing 26 seniors from last year’s 
12-2 team, there’s probably enough tal- 
ent to secure an at-large bid if the Panthers are 
knocked off the Gateway throne. 

Northern has the league’s two premier players 
in split end Alonzo Clayton and defensive back Tyree 
Talton. Clayton managed 1,116 receiving yards on 
56 catches despite playing in the shadow of Dedric 
Ward, who finished his career second all-time in 
receiving yards (3,876) behind Mississippi Valley 
State’s great Jerry Rice (4,693). Clayton is one of six 
returning offensive starters. The biggest hole to fill 
is at quarterback, where senior Jason Jones must 
replace all-conference first-teamer Steve Beard. 

Talton is solid in the secondary (nine intercep- 
tions) and is a flashy kickoff returner. The junior 
amassed 927 yards on 27 returns with three TDs, the 
longest a 97-yarder. He’s one of seven returnees on 
defense, which includes back Terrance Malone, line- 
men Erik Nelson and Jay Heimsoth, and lineback- 


ers Tendai Muyengwa and Brandon Williams. 


SOUTHWEST MISSOURI STATE 


oach Del Miller knew it would take awhile for 

the Bears to get accustomed to his wide-open, 

pass-oriented offense when he took over in 
1995. His team experienced some growing pains that 
season, finishing 4-7, but reversed that with a 7-4 
performance last fall and a tie for second in the 
league. Now, with seven offensive starters return- 
ing, the Bears will compete for the Gateway title and 
make a run at a I-AA playoff berth. 

Hopes center around senior quarterback Jeremy 
Hoog, who threw for 2,196 yards last year and needs 
just 30 yards to break the school’s all-time career pass- 
ing-yardage record. Hoog’s main target is senior 
Jason Cannon, who caught 40 passes for 480 yards 
and five TDs. Chance Thurman returns after starting 
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tackles Brad Kubik and Jason Whittle 
lead an experienced line that also returns 
guards Aaron Light and Ryan Touhey. 

Experience is thin on defense, where 
linebackers Brad Duke and Davis Moore 
and strong safety Mike Holloway are the 
only returning regulars. The Bears lost 
another key player in kicking specialist 
Wayne Boyer, who led all I-AA kickers 
with 25 field goals and was seventh in 
the nation in punting.

he Leathernecks surprised a lot of 
folks by going 9-2 and earning a 
postseason berth. Western started 
off 9-1, with the only loss a 10-7 decision 
to Indiana State, and finished by falling 
to Northern Iowa (30-6) in the regular 
season finale and to Murray State (34-6) 
in the I-AA playoffs. Western, directed 
by eighth-year coach Randy Ball, has the 
offense to contend for an upper-division 
finish, led by senior quarterback Jeff 
Hecklinski. But the defense may be a lit- 
tle suspect, since just four starters return. 
Hecklinski may be the best quarter- 
back in the league, having earned sec- 
ond-team all-conference honors.

That leaves Georgia, South 
Carolina, Vanderbilt, and Kentucky playing for third place. 

It was just a couple of seasons ago that LSU fans were 
wondering when their team would contend again in the 
Southeastern Conference. LSU did earn a 10-2 record and 
renewed national interest a year ago. The wait is over. The 


time is now. The Tigers will be the team to beat in the West. First, 


however, they have to beat Auburn, which is back on track, and 
Alabama, which must again be considered a threat.

championship game, serving as 
Florida’s opponent every year but one— 
and that season the Tide was ineligible 
because of NCAA sanctions. Alabama 
has a great chance to continue that tra- 
dition in Mike Dubose’s first year as 
coach. For one thing, the Tide’s defense 
is always strong; for another, there is 
some offensive punch this season, espe- 
cially at running back. 

Yet there are concerns Dubose, the 
former defensive coordinator, must tack- 
le. The Tide’s most pressing need is at 
linebacker, where all three starters from 
a talented group (Dwayne Rudd, Ralph 
Staten, and Tyrell Buckner) have depart- 
ed. Steven Harris, Chris Edwards, and 
Steve Stanley are the likely replacements, 
with help from Paul Pickett and Fernan- 
do Davis. Deshea Townsend returns to 
anchor the secondary, which shows lim- 
ited experience at safety, with former 
quarterback Warren Foust, Kelvin Sigler, 
and Andre Short leading the way.

he bill finally came due in 1996 for Northwestern’s run to 
the Rose Bowl. But the price wasn’t paid in Evanston, where 
the Wildcats followed their dream 1995 season by grabbing 


a share of the 1996 Big Ten title. It was paid in such places 

as Bloomington and West Lafayette, Indiana; Champaign, 
Illinois; and Minneapolis, Minnesota, where four Big Ten coaches 
were dismissed or quit under fire. 

What’s the Northwestern connection? The Wildcats’ rapid 
ascendance made it clear that anyone can succeed in the Big Ten. 
The farther Northwestern’s fame spread, the faster fans on other 
campuses grew envious. As Indiana athletic director 
Clarence Doninger said, “Our fans look at Northwestern 
and say, ‘Why can’t that be us?’ ” 

Northwestern, which finished 9-3, almost underwent

In recent years the Big Ten has been marked by outstanding 
offensive performances, and it has produced a slew of Heisman 
Trophy candidates and several first-round draft picks at running 
back, quarterback, and wide receiver. But this year the conference 
appears ready to go back to its roots, with many of the best return- 
ing players on the defensive side. There won’t be a return to the 
Stone Age, when Bo Schembechler and Woody Hayes prowled the 
sidelines, but the days of WAC-style shootouts might be over.

Lloyd Carr, naturally, is looking for more con- 
sistent success. The Wolverines have been something 
of a disappointment in Carr’s two years as head 
coach (17-8 overall, only 10-6 in the conference). But 
with 15 starters returning, they figure to make a seri- 
ous run for the Rose Bowl. Michigan hasn’t played 
in Pasadena in four seasons. 

Michigan looks strong on both sides of the ball. 
The offense is loaded with experienced skill play-

ers, including quarterback Scott Dreis- 
bach, tailback Clarence Williams, split 
end Tai Streets, and tight end Jerame 
Tuman, a first-team all-conference selection. And 
that doesn’t include Charles Woodson, a two-way 
star who intercepted five passes as a cornerback and 
caught 13 as a wide receiver. 

On defense, the front line will miss nose tackle 
Will Carr, but the rest of the wall is solid, with ends 
David Bowens and Glen Steele sandwiched around 
tackle Ben Huff. Woodson and strong safety Marcus 
Ray will make it difficult on opposing passers this year. 

As usual, the Wolverines are facing one of the 
nation’s tougher schedules, but they'll do it in front 
of the friendly 105,000 fans in Michigan Stadium. 
Their seven home games include the season opener 
against Colorado and a renewal of the fierce rivalry 
with Notre Dame; the Big Ten schedule will bring 
Northwestern, Iowa, and Ohio State to Ann Arbor. 
If Michigan can hold serve at home, it might even 
be in the running for the national championship 
come November, when it visits Penn State and Wis- 
consin in consecutive weeks.

T: Buckeyes have been one loss away from 
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more galling, but they're hardly crying 
in Columbus after the miraculous Rose 
Bowl victory over second-ranked Ari- 
zona State last January. 

The Buckeyes can’t beat Michigan, 
but they’ve beaten just about everybody 
else, posting 41 victories in the last four 
seasons and splitting the conference title 
twice. And the school has become a 
pipeline to the NFL, producing the No. 
1 pick in the 1997 draft: offensive tackle 
Orlando Pace. Coach John Cooper’s 
recruiting acumen is the reason the Buck- 
eyes keep showing up around the top of 
the Big Ten standings. 

This year, though, Ohio State will be 
hard-pressed to contend. The chief 
strength a year ago, the offensive line, is 
the main liability this year, with only two 
starters returning. The Buckeyes are deep 
at quarterback, with the conference’s No. 
1 passer, Rose Bowl hero Joe Germaine, 
and the No. 3 passer, Stanley Jackson.

one of the greatest players in school his- 
tory. Katzenmoyer, the first Buckeye to 
wear No. 45 since Archie Griffin, led the 
team in tackles for losses and sacks and 
was second in interceptions.

Ohio State’s season could come 
down to the October 11 game against 
Penn State, whom the Buckeyes have 
defeated three times in four meetings 
since the Nittany Lions joined the con- 
ference. After that, it figures to be clear 
sailing until another season-ending col- 
lision with “that team up North,” as 
Woody Hayes used to call Michigan.

fter four years in the Big Ten, Penn 

State has won one conference title. 

They expect another this fall in Hap- 
py Valley, as evidenced by the 62,000 fans 
who showed up for the Blue-White game 
at Beaver Stadium last spring. What they 
saw was a coming-out party for senior 
quarterback Mike McQueary, a State Col- 
lege product who flashed potential last 
season (he hit 21 of 44 passes with three 
touchdowns). But McQueary could face 
the same difficulty as his predecessor, 
Wally Richardson, who often seemed to 
be running for his life. Three sophomores 
may start on the line. Joe Jurevicius is the 
leading receiver. 

Still, the pass is rarely a priority for 
any Joe Paterno team. The Nittany Lions, 
who ran for 213 yards per game in ‘96, 
will move the ball on the ground with 
authority. Junior Curtis Enis, a first-team 
all-conference pick by the coaches, 
rushed for 1,210 yards and 13 touch- 
downs. Look for him on the Heisman 
lists. Aaron Harris and Chris Eberly each 
averaged more than five yards per car- 
ry. The biggest loss is Brett Conway, who 
led the league in kick scoring. 


Defense, as always, is Penn State’s 
forte. Seven starters are back from the unit 
that finished 13th in the nation in scoring 
defense, allowing only 15.6 points per 
game. The leaders are seniors Aaron

Collins and Jim Nelson, who won't embar- 
rass the legacy of Linebacker U. 

When Penn State went to the Rose 
Bowl in 1994, it enjoyed a week off before 
both the Michigan and Ohio State games. 
This year, the Buckeyes and Wolverines 
have to visit Beaver Stadium. Penn 
State’s toughest road game will be at 
Northwestern, which is rebuilding. With 
an undemanding nonconference sched- 
ule (Pitt, Temple, and Louisville), it’s no 
wonder the fans are getting excited again 
in Happy Valley. 


ee The Hawkeyes appear to be a 
Rose Bow] contender until they play 
another Rose Bow] contender. Last year, 
they tantalized their followers with an 
upset victory at Penn State, then watched 
the momentum from that triumph slip 
away in blowout losses to Ohio State and 


Northwestern. The fact that those defeats 
came in Kinnick Stadium made them 
even harder to swallow. 

But there are a few reasons to believe 
that 1996 could be different as Hayden 
Fry enters his 19th season as head coach. 
Although it lost four first-team all-con- 
ference players, including career rushing 
leader Sedrick Shaw, Iowa returns 14 
starters from last year’s team, which fin- 
ished 18th in the nation and capped a 9- 
3 season by annihilating Texas Tech in the 
Alamo Bowl. Quarterback Matt Sherman 
is 19-7 as a starter and wide receiver Tim 
Dwight also electrifies as a kick returner. 
Fry favors a freewheeling attack, and he 
won't hesitate to open up with Sherman 
at the controls. 

In the past, lowa’s defense has usu- 
ally done just enough to survive, but last 
year it showed signs of ferocity, ranking 
third in the league. The unit is anchored 
by All-America tackle Jared DeVries and 
cornerback Plez Atkins. The main con- 
cern will be replacing Damien Robinson 
and Tommy Knight in the secondary, but 
pass defense isn’t a priority in a confer- 
ence with so few good quarterbacks. 

Iowa's 6-2 league mark tied for third, 
its best finish since 1991. The Hawkeyes 
are not far from the top, and they ought 
to find out early if they can make the 
jump. The schedule sends them to Ohio 
State and then Michigan ina three-week 
span in October. If Jowa survives those 
games, its faithful followers may be 
ready to point the Winnebagos to 
Pasadena next New Year's Day. 


ish, winning four of their last five 

regular-season games and then 
swamping Utah 38-10 in the Copper 
Bowl. The reason: running back Ron 
Dayne (5-10, 261), the biggest thing to hit 
Madison since pasteurization. 

Dayne set an NCAA record by rush- 
ing for 2,109 yards as a true freshman. 
He picked up ground in every way, run- 
ning over tacklers on some carries and 
darting through holes on others. Dayne 
is the No. 2 returning Heisman Trophy 
vote-getter, behind Tennessee quarter- 
back Peyton Manning, and his run for 
the 1997 Heisman will be spotlighted 
when Wisconsin challenges Syracuse in 
the Kickoff Classic, not far from Dayne’s 
hometown of Pine Hill, New Jersey. 
Dayne, who didn’t break into the start- 
ing lineup until midseason, may find the 
yards harder to come by this fall. He'll

be the target of opposing defensive coor- 
dinators, who would rather force quar- 
terback Mike Samuel, an erratic passer, 
to beat them. And Dayne will run behind 
a line that includes four new starters. 

The defense showed great improve- 
ment last year, but it needs to find 
replacements for all-star end Tarek Saleh, 
the best pass rusher, and linebacker Pete 
Monty, the leading tackler. Senior cor- 
nerback Jason Suttle, who had five inter- 
ceptions, is among the top returnees. 

Wisconsin won eight games in 1996, 
but that was somewhat misleading. The 
Badgers lost four straight midseason 
games to winning teams and defeated 
only two schools that finished above .500. 
This year’s schedule is tailored for a fast 
start. If Wisconsin survives Syracuse in 
the Meadowlands, it likely will be favored 
in its next eight games. The team’s fate 
probably will be determined in the final 
three games: Iowa and Michigan at home 
and Penn State in Happy Valley. 


NORTHWESTERN 
ne year after shocking the nation by 
0 rolling to the Rose Bowl, the Wild- 
cats proved they weren’t a fluke. 
They split the 1996 conference title with 
Ohio State and went to the Citrus Bowl, 
where they were mauled by Tennessee. 
Gary Barnett’s decision to stay in 
Evanston signals continued success for 
the once-downtrodden Wildcats. But all 
the optimism can’t obscure the reality 
that the Wildcats have to rebuild. They 
lost all-conference quarterback Steve 
Schnur, career rushing leader Darnell 
Autry, inside linebacker Pat Fitzgerald, 
and defensive tackle Matt Rice. 
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It’s rare for a team to win a Big Ten 
title with a new quarterback—although 
Ohio State did it a year ago with the tan- 
dem of Stanley Jackson and Joe Germaine. 
Northwestern’s starting job likely will go 
to Tim Hughes or Chris Hamdorf, red- 
shirt seniors with limited experience. A 
highly regarded prospect, sophomore 
Corbett Elsen, is considered the quarter- 
back of the future. Another Autry, Adri- 
an, a senior, who's not related to Darnell, 
is the likely successor at tailback. Defense 
drove Northwestern’s revival, and this 
year fifth-year senior ends Keith Lozows- 
ki and Casey Dailey will lead the unit, 
which is suspect at linebacker. 

A year ago, the Wildcats seemed to 
rely almost as much on luck as they did 
on talent. They sweated out home victo- 
ries over bottom feeders Purdue, Illinois, 
and Minnesota by a total of eight points,

and they needed a recovered fumble to 
beat Wisconsin in Madison. Though the 
nonconference schedule is a breeze, 
Northwestern will need more than good 
fortune to survive a conference slate that 
sends them to Michigan and Ohio State 
and includes games against Wisconsin, 
Penn State, and Iowa. The Wildcats have 
dodged the Buckeyes the last two years, 
but this season they skip Minnesota and 
Indiana, two of the worst teams in the 
league. That’s not good news for a team 
that, as per its slogan, expects victory. 


len Mason did it at Kansas. Why not 
G at Minnesota? The Golden Gophers 

have asked Mason to perform the 
same feat he accomplished with the Jay- 
hawks, bringing respectability to a long- 
dormant football team in a sparsely pop- 
ulated state. The Jayhawks went 1-10 in 
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Mason’s first year, 1988, but by 1992 they 
were 8-4 and drew a bow] bid. It wasn’t 
easy to do in Lawrence, and it won’t be 
easy in Minneapolis. Minnesota has won 
only 14 games since 1990, when it last 
posted a winning record (6-5). And the 
Gophers have won only two conference 
games in two seasons, though last year 
they nearly tied co-champion North- 
western on the road. 

The first thing Mason has to do is 
shore up the defense, a team weakness 
for the last several years. The Gophers 
conceded 31 points and 409 yards per 
game last season. With only six starters 
returning, this could be another long 
autumn. Minnesota needs junior line- 
backer Parc Williams to take over a lead- 
ership role on the field. 

Minnesota’s strength, as usual, is its 
passing attack. Senior quarterback Cory 
Sauter is close to breaking every mean- 
ingful school passing record. He has 
thrown for 5,258 yards and 32 touchdowns 
since he took over as the starter two years 
ago. He led the Big Ten in total offense last 
season, accounting for 224 yards per game. 
His prime targets are seniors Tutu Atwell 
and Ryan Thelwell, who combined for 10.5 
catches and 170 yards per game in ‘96. 

Minnesota last appeared in a bowl 
game in 1986, the year after another 
rebuilding coach, Lou Holtz, left. The 
Gophers aren’t going bowling this sea- 
son, but they expect to move up in the 
Big Ten standings.

The bad news: The Spartans beat 
only one team with a winning record and 
were hammered 38-0 by Stanford in the 
Sun Bowl. 

Nick Saban’s task is clear as he begins 
his third season in East Lansing. Having 
restored the Spartans to respectability, he 
wants to lead them back into the Big Ten 
elite. The Spartans haven't been to the Rose 
Bowl since 1988, when Saban was defen- 
sive coordinator under George Perles. 

Saban will try to continue his rebuild- 
ing effort with an experienced team that 
returns 17 starters, including 10 on 
defense. He has developed a reputation 
as a defensive mastermind, and he was 
often frustrated by the unit’s inconsisten-

cy a year ago. The Spartans held five teams 
below 16 points, but allowed four others 
to score 37 or more. The top four tacklers 
are back, led by outside linebacker Ike 
Reese and free safety Sorie Kanu, who led 
the team with three interceptions. 

On offense, the Spartans will look for 
quarterback Todd Schultz, a second-team 
all-Big Ten pick, to improve on his poor 
touchdown-to-interception ratio (7-10). 
Sedrick Irvin, who scored 18 touch- 
downs as a true freshman last fall, will 
handle the bulk of the ball carrying. The 
offensive line is anchored by all-confer- 
ence candidate Flozell Adams, a mam- 
moth tackle (6-7, 325). If the offense can 
get close, the rest is up to Chris Gardner, 
the Big Ten’s leading returning place- 
kicker. He hit 17 of 22 field goals a year 
ago on his way to 86 points.

Purdue: Lead the Boilermakers back 
to a bowl. It’s been 31 years since Pur- 
due went to the Rose Bowl and 13 since 
it appeared in the postseason. Both are 
the longest droughts in the Big Ten. 

The 54-year-old Tiller, whose 1996 
Wyoming team took 14-1 Brigham 
Young into overtime in the Western Ath- 
letic Conference championship game, 
knows that Purdue can do better. He was 
an assistant on the Boilermakers’ last 
bowl team, which lost to Virginia in the 
1984 Peach Bowl. 

Those Boilermakers had a future 
NFL all-pro, Rod Woodson, in the line- 
up. These Boilermakers don’t appear to 
have that kind of talent, but they do have 
experience. Purdue returns 15 starters, 
including two quarterbacks, John Reeves 
and Billy Dicken, who split the job a year 
ago. The Boilermakers’ top three running 
backs also return, with 1996 rushing 
leader Ed Watson in the lead. 

Defense was a problem. The Boiler- 
makers allowed 29.5 points per game, 
ninth in the conference, and held only one 
opponent under 20 points. That was 
Michigan, ranked ninth at the time, which 
Purdue stunned 9-3. Tiller will look for 
senior linebacker Chike Okeafor, a local 
product, to take command of a unit that 
returns seven regulars. The Boilermakers 
figure to make it tough on opposing 
passers with defensive backs Jamel Cole- 
man and Derrick Brown, who combined 
for nine interceptions last season.

8 mary 
he first thing to know about new 
T Hoosier head coach Cam Cameron 
is that he played basketball and 
football at Indiana. That’s important, 
because without the support of basket- 
ball coach Bob Knight, the most power- 
ful figure on campus, Cameron proba- 
bly wouldn’t have been asked to leave 
the Washington Redskins’ staff to replace 
Bill Mallory, who had revived a mori- 
bund Indiana program. Cameron’s hir- 
ing follows IU’s trend of taking coaches 
who have learned under a master. The 
difference is that Cameron earned his 
stripes as an assistant to Michigan leg- 
end Bo Schembechler, while Mallory was 
an assistant to Schembechler’s bitter 
rival, Woody Hayes, of Ohio State. 
Mallory, who is both the winningest 
and losingest football coach in Indiana 
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history, left Cameron with a solid core of 
players. The Hoosiers did not lack for tal- 
ent in 1996. On their way to a 1-7 ninth- 
place finish in the Big Ten, they led or 
were tied at half time of games with 
Northwestern, Michigan, and Penn State 
and led Ohio State in the fourth quarter. 

Indiana’s biggest problem figures to 
be on offense, where only five regulars 
return. Quarterback Jay Rodgers flashed 
potential as a redshirt freshman in 1996, 
but IU’s running game is untested, with 
sophomore Jason Spear (226 yards) the 
leading player back at tailback. 

Cameron’s staff has a strong Michi- 
gan flavor, with three aides who coached 
or played at Ann Arbor. A fourth assistant, 
John Harbaugh, is the brother of former 
Wolverine star Jim Harbaugh. Cameron 
would like to see his Hoosiers emulate the 
Maize and Blue on the field, too. 


hen Ron Turner took over as the 
W::: head coach last fall, he 
pledged to restore the Fighting 
Illini to their winning tradition. No one 
bothered to ask if he meant the glory days 
of Red Grange. Aside from a brief surge 
under Mike White in the 1980s, Illinois 
football hasn’t been awash in success, 
with only four Big Ten titles since 1951. 
Turner, the brother of Washington 
Redskins head coach Norv Turner, was 
hired to replace the defensive-oriented 
Lou Tepper largely because he has a rep- 
utation for offensive innovation. Illini fans 
grew tired of watching a 2-9 team strug- 
gle to make first downs last year. Turn- 
er’s grand offensive schemes require a tal- 
ented quarterback, but no one in Orange 
and Blue has proved that he fits that 
description. The Illini have five candidates 
for the job. The most experienced is junior 
Mark Hoekstra, who threw five intercep-

tions in the Arizona game last fall, but the 
most talented might be redshirt freshman 
Tim Lavery. The offense may have to rely 
heavily on tailback Robert Holcombe, 
who has shown he can carry the load. He 
has put together back-to-back 1,000-yard 
rushing seasons. 

Defense was Illinois’ forte under Tep- 
per, but it could be a glaring weakness for 
Turner. Eight starters are back from a unit 
that conceded a league-worst 34 points per 
game. There's strength in the secondary, 
though, with senior James Williams and 
sophomore Asim Pleas, who had four 
interceptions. Turner signed a strong first 
recruiting class, but few of the players are 
expected to have much impact this year. 

One of the reasons cited for Tepper’s 
firing was sagging attendance. The Illini 
didn’t sell out a game in 1996 and aver- 
aged only 51,155—about 20,000 below 
Memorial Stadium’s capacity. It was the 
second-lowest attendance in 19 years. If 
Turner hopes to win back Illini fans, he’ll 
have to find a way to win some games.

ollege football's most tradition-laden program 

has a new look. After 11 seasons under Lou 

Holtz, Notre Dame handed the reins to Bob 
Davie, the former defensive coordinator. Davie will 
open his first season as a head coach at any level in 
newly expanded Notre Dame Stadium, which will 
seat 80,000, about 20,000 more than before. 

With so much change, it’s no wonder the Fight- 
ing Irish faithful are yearning for something famil- 
iar: a team that contends for the national title. With 
one national championship since 1977—and none in 
this decade—the Fighting Irish are on the same brag- 
ging-rights level as Georgia Tech (which happens to 
be the guest when the expanded stadium opens Sep- 
tember 6), Brigham Young, and Clemson. 

But don’t be fooled by those who dismiss Notre 
Dame as a legitimate contender for No. 1. The Irish 
tend to perform better when they are underdogs and

feel they have something to prove—which they do 
after failing to qualify for a major bowl last season. 
Quarterback Ron Powlus is back for his final year, 
and that alone makes Notre Dame a threat. Barring 
injury, Powlus is likely to leave with most of the 
school’s significant career passing records. He 
already owns the mark for most touchdowns (43). 

Powlus won't have to shoulder the load alone, 
though. Tailback Autry Denson, who ran for 1,179 
yards last fall, is back, as is wide receiver Malcolm 
Johnson. The offensive line is a veteran unit, with 
four returning starters, but the Irish are still look- 
ing for the big-play man in the Tim Brown-Rocket 
Ismail mold. Parade All-America tailbacks Cooper 
Rego and Tony Driver are future stars. 

On defense, Notre Dame lost end Renaldo 
Wynn in the first round of last spring’s NFL draft. 
Davie will need end Melvin Dansby, the leading 
returning tackler, to take charge up front. The line- 
backers are led by Kory Minor, while the secondary 
appears solid with cornerback Allen Rossum, an 
indoor track All-America, who led the nation in 
punt returns in 1996. 

Unlike Holtz, who opened his Notre Dame 
career with three ranked opponents in the first four 
weeks, Davie will catch a break in the schedule.

Seth Payne. He and Levitt were invited 
to the NFL combine in February. But the 
Big Red, the only team in the league to 
finish in the top echelon in each of the 
past seven years, should be in the race 
again since 18 starters return. 

Senior quarterback Scott Carroll com- 
pleted 125 of 262 attempts for 1,583 yards 
and nine touchdowns. Junior Mike Hood 
backs him up. Senior Brad Kiesendahl, 
who had 130 yards in his first varsity start 
in the last game of 1996, and junior Ter- 
ry Smith, the team’s No. 2 rusher in 1994 
and ‘95, are Levitt’s successors. The entire 
secondary returns, led by safety Chris 
Allen, the team’s second-leading tackler.

T how the Bruins fill in for the team’s 
all-time leading passer, Jason 
McCullough, and all-time leading rush- 
er, Marquis Jessie, will tell the story.

“Despite the fact that we've lost sev- 
eral significant players, our program is 
headed in the right direction,” said 
Brown coach Mark Whipple. 

That may be easier said than done, 
even with the return of 14 starters.

olgate was the Patriot League’s best in every 

offensive category except passing last year. 

Quarterback Ryan Vena completed 62 percent 
of his throws for 1,330 yards and 12 touchdowns. He 
has an ability to improvise when a play breaks down. 
The Colorado native was named the league’s Most 
Valuable Player and Rookie of the Year. Vena is only 
the third freshman in NCAA Division I history to be 
named a league MVP, joining Stanford Jennings of 
Furman and Herschel Walker of Georgia. 

Vena gets to perform behind an experienced line, 
anchored by 305-pound tackle Tim Girard and guards 
Luke George and Paul Clasby. Wide receiver Corey 
Hill (50-826) was the team’s offensive MVP and the 
league’s leading scorer. While the Raiders lost tail- 
back Rich Caravetta, the league’s offensive MVP, fifth- 
year senior Daymon Smith is a two-time second-team 
all-league choice who rushed for 598 yards last fall. 

The defensive line, with all-league end Blair Hicks 
back as a fifth-year senior, is another strength. Con- 
verted tailback Jamal Patterson, a fifth-year senior, had 
an outstanding season at strong safety. He will be sur- 
rounded by new starters in the secondary. The Raiders 
will miss inside linebacker Adam Sofran, the league's 
leading tackler. They need to shore up their kicking 
game. Colgate missed numerous extra points early in 
the season and every field goal attempt over 30 yards. 


he Engineers are unsettled between Seka 
Edwards and Phil Stambaugh at quarterback 
and have three new faces in the secondary 
around free safety Sam Brinley. Stambaugh, a sopho- 
more, started the last four games of ‘96 and rallied 
the Engineers past Lafayette in the finale, college 
football’s most-played rivalry. Edwards took over 
for Aaron Brown four games into the season and 
lasted three games until a shoulder injury forced him 
to the sideline. Still, Lehigh led the league in pass- 
ing for the eighth straight year. 
Leading rusher Brian Baker (1,004 yards) moves 
from tailback to flanker to make room for 
Rabih Abdullah’s return from knee 
surgery. Abdullah went down in last 
year’s opener. His 2,471 yards, including 
1,536 yards in ‘95, rank him No. 2 on the 
school’s rushing list. Split end Deron 
Braswell was the league’s most produc- 
tive receiver (65 catches for 1,135 yards). 
The Engineers return five defensive 
starters: tackle David Merrifield, end Nick 
Martucci, linebackers Ian Eason and Drew 
Poppleton, and Brinley. Eason was a pleasant sur- 
prise, leading his team with 106 tackles as a freshman.

he Atlantic 10 Football Conference, a 12-team league, was 
formerly Known as the Yankee Conference, one of the 
nation’s most successful I-AA football leagues. The Atlantic 
10 includes two schools (Rhode Island and Massachusetts) 


that are members of the A-10 basketball league 
and two other schools (Villanova and Connecticut) that 
are playing basketball in the Big East Conference. 

The name may have changed, but the Yankee Confer- 
ence has been around for 50 years, last season putting sev- 
en teams, at one time or another, in the top 25 rankings and 
sending three teams to the I-AA playoffs. The new league 
is a marriage of convenience and politics. What it gives the 
Yankee Conference is an identity one step above its previ- 
ous position. What it provides the Atlantic 10, known nation- 
ally for its basketball, is a voice in NCAA football decisions. 

So, who needs the Atlantic 10 logo? Maybe not the two 
members of the Big East, which have floated rumors of going 
|-A in football. But Linda Bruno, the A-10 commissioner, isn’t 
worrying about that. “With the NCAA restructuring, the abil- 
fi aV Colm tal-WaNtt la) t(emm AO) coll of-Mcc)e)c=t-1=19) (cro Ml [alp (ole) tay! Le (les 
sions] was severely limited,” she said. “And the Yankee Con- 


ference reached out for some new concepts.”

Michigan received a “yes” from 
quarterback Drew Henson, a three-sport 
standout from Brighton, Mich., and tight 
end Dave Petruziello from Lake Catholic 
High in Mentor, Ohio.

25 PREP TEAMS TO WATCH 


The defending state Class 5A champion seeks its 
sixth title since 1978 after a No. 23 national prep poll 
ranking. All-State tight end Todd Heap and offensive 
tackle Damien Niko top the list of returnees. 


The Spartans, with U.S.-best 64 straight wins, seek 
all-time record 72 this season. With 98 wins in last 
99 games, Bay Area power hopes to claim second 
national prep poll title (first was 1994) after ranking 
No. 2 last season. State Sophomore of the Year Atari 
Callen is the top running back. 


The Dons seek a repeat of the Southern Section Divi- 
sion Il crown with a cast of veterans headed by Jason 
Thomas, a football/basketball All-America, and junior 
linebackers Melvin Simmons and Eden Unah. 


Veteran-laden cast includes aerial combination of 
quarterback Jerrod Pimentel to all-star wide receiv- 
er Eddie Macha, plus fullback C.J. Williams and 
offensive linemen Nick Rae and Danny Madeiros. 


Eight Chiefs return who earned all-Dade County 
mention from state Class 6A champions, who have 
won 24 of last 27 games. The offense is triggered 
by quarterback Ethenic Sands, with wide receiver 
William Jenkins a target. Defense is led by lineman 
Octavius Jackson as Chiefs seek to improve on last 
year’s No, 12 national prep poll ranking. 


Thirty-five veterans return from state Class 5A semi- 
finalist, which lost to state champion Lakeland on 
the last play of the game, 34-28. Included are three 
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all-state honorees: preseason All-America linebacker 
William Witherspoon, versatile Marcus Roulhac, and 
junior quarterback Blake Hardin. 


Running back Mario Mills, a third unit all-stater, 
heads cast of returnees from state Class 6A play- 
off team, which is expected to challenge for hon- 
ors this season. 


Yellow Jackets will be seeking fifth state Class 3A 
crown in last six years with a solid nucleus back from 
last season. Paving the way is the state’s top run- 
ning back, Joe Burns, who accounted for 2,893 all- 
purpose yards and scored 32 TDs last season. 


Crusaders are looking for their 12th straight Prep 
Bowl crown for coach Cal Lee, who has a 15-year 
record of 176-27-4, including a 54-game win streak. 
Quarterback Jason Gesser handles the run-and- 
shoot offense for the team that was ranked No. 9 in 
1996 national prep poll. 


Defending state Class 3A champs seek state-record 
13th title with a veteran-laden cast. Top senior is tack- 
le Scott Kuhnhein, while junior two-way end Derek 
Smith is a star on state-runner-up basketball team. 


Patriots will be seeking their 14th state title in the 
last 22 years after winning the Class 4A crown in 
1996. Coach J.T. Curtis has a 313-39-6 record in the 
28 years of the program, including 133-7 last decade. 
Returnees include linebacker Vic Viloria and running 
back Jonathan Wells. 


A new head coach, Roy Kirby, hopes to guide the 
Chargers to their third state Class 4A crown in the 
last four years after earning the No. 18 spot in the 
1996 national prep poll. Returneees include All-Amer- 
ica linebacker Shamar Finney, offensive tackle Bryant 
Malloy, and Chelsey Border, who caught 48 passes 
for 1,200 yards last season.

A four-year starting quarterback, Mac McArdle, leads 
the Panthers in a bid for their eighth WPIAL Class 4A 
finals berth in the last 10 seasons. The winningest 
Western Pennsylvania program in the last decade 
sports an all-time 37-year mark of 71 percent. 


The Golden Griffins set a state record with 653 points 
last season while winning the state Class 3A title 
with a team filled with underclassmen. Returnees 
include touted tight end Chris Thigpen and defen- 
sive back Marcus Coleman. 


Coach Carlton Flatt has compiled a 27-season
